Subject ;—Export of Non-basmati Rice. 

F. No. 40(16)|89-E. II.—Attention is invited to Public Notice No. 14-ETC 
(PN)|89 dated the 20th June, 1989, on the above subject. 

2. On a review of the situation, it has been decided that export of Non- 
basmati Rice will be allowed subject to the following conditions with immediate 
effect :— 

(1) MEP of Rs. 6,000]- per MT (FOB). 

(2) No exporter will be allowed to obtain more than 20 per cent of 
the available ceiling.

(3) Exporters are required to regi Tt er their contracts with APEDA 
backed by 100 per cent Letter of Credit or Advance Payment re¬ 
ceived in full, subject to production ol Bank Certificate trom the 
Nationalised|Scheduled Bank in India, covering 100 per cent FOB 
value against specific order or against revolving Letter of Credit. 

(4) Bank Guarantee equivalent to 5 per cent of the FOB value will be 
furnished by the exporters to APEDA in favour of the Govern¬ 
ment by Bond as prescribed in Section VI of Expoit Policy, 
1988-91. 

(5) On fulfilment of conditions mentioned at S. Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, 
APEDA will release ceiling in favour of the exporters on first-come, 
first-served basis. 

(6) On receipt of the release advice alongwith Bank Guarantee, the 
concerned Licensing Authority will issue Export Licence with a 
validity period of 3 months, within 48 hours. 

(7) Entire export will be made within a period of 3 months from the 
date of issue of Export Licence by the concerned Port Licensing 
Authority failing which, the bank guarantee will be forfeited by the 
Government ana deposited in the Government account. 

(8) Conditions stipulated in Public Notice No. 14-ETC (PN)|89 dated 
20th June, 1989, at S. No. 2(1) and 2(3) to (7) shall remain un¬ 
altered. 

3. This Public Notice is issued in the Public Interest.
